In  1854-Hriti8h  North  America  needed 
the  matket  afforded  by  the  treaty  then 
agreed  upon.  We  had  lost  «U  the  ad-, 
vaprages  w^  possessed  in  ihe  British 
jnarket  under  the  Corn  laws  and  the 
Trade  and  Navigation  Act,  and  it  was 
necessary  to  do  sometblng  to  meet  the 
emergencies  then  existing,  but  there  is 
no  suth  emergency  now.  Xo  necessity 
is^  f«at  by  the  people  of  Canada  for 
any  |m,proved  trade  relations  with  the 
United  States.  Every  year  our  posi- 
tion In  respect  to  ,th^  market  of  that 
<:puntry  Is  improving,  and  he  thinks  we 
can  very  well  afford  to  wait  upon  the 
developments  of  the  future.
